SENATORS WANT TO KNOW

Guthrie, Okie., Dec. 5.-T he conven­ 
tion was inundated again yesterday by 
a flood of sixty-four additional proposi­ 
tions for Constitutional adoption, the 
reading of which consumed a greater 
part of the session. 
For three hours 
before adjournment it listened to legal 
arguments in the contest case of Har- 
rill (Dem.)against Harris (Rep.) 
The 
hearing, which only involves |the con­ 
vention's jurisdiction in contests, will 
be resumed the first thing today, with 
Mr. Komegay of Vinita presenting the 
negative side for the minority, that 
the contest belongs in the courts. The 
affirmative was presented by Mr. Hen- 
shaw of Madill. 
There will be consid­ 
erable debate, as the time limit for 
speeches fixed by the rules has been 
waived. 
President Murray allayed the anxiety 
of the lobby as well as the members by 
the appointment of committees on liq­ 
uor traffic and on counties and county 
boundaries. On the former are: 
Mr. Roberts, chairman; Messrs. Led­ 
better, Johnson, Caudill, Woods of 
Cherokee, Harried, Williams of Lehigh, 
Rogers, Leahy, Tosh, Messenger, Me- 
Cance, Sater, Cobb and Stowe. 
Five 
of these are from Indian Terri to. y and 
ten from Oklahoma. 
On counties and county boundaries 
there are: 
Mr. 
Allen, fchairman; 
Messrs. Roberts, Gardner, Nelson, Rog­ 
ers, Tracy, Leeper, Henshaw, Lassiter* 
Hanraty, Carr, Tenor, Banks, Wills 
and Turner. Ten of these are from 
Indian Territory and five from Okla­ 
homa. 
In the appointment of the liquor 
traffic committee the prohibitionists, 
who are seeking nothing but haviag 
prohibition written in the Constitution, 
announce that they are well satisfied. 
Five of the committee are committed 
to the idea. 


Washington, Dec. 5—For three hours

White House in many years.

Senators and Representatives think one 
must rather infer from the ejaculations 
which have escaped their lips. 
The part concerning which there was 
most inquisitiveness is that which re ­ 
lates to our affair with Japan. 
Aside 
from that the message is replete with 
shocks and jolts. Every one remarked 
its great 
length 
and diverseness. 
“ Quite comprehensive,” a democratic 
senator wrote 
on a slip of paper, 
which he sent across the isle. 
“ Yes it 
it treats of the universe and kindred I 
subjects, ” was written on the paper 
whim it came back from th*’ republican 
senator. 
Still at least there is no expo­

In the Chickasaw Nation there is 
practically an understanding, which 
will give county seats to Sulphur, Ads, 
Tishomingo, Pauls Valley, Chickasha 
Purcell, Madill. This slate has every 
opportunity of going through, unless 
the almost necessary changes in some 
of Oklahoma’8 counties; in order to 
preserve the political balance, forces 
the allignment east of the Rock Islam 
Railroad. 
Greer County, Oklahoma is 
in danger of being divided, owing to 
its heavy population and territory. 
Chairman Allen of the committee 
who comes from Chickasha, announcec 
that 
the committee would probably [ 
have its first meeting today.

Both speak it with perfect flu­ 
ency. 
Olive Fremstad speaks perfect­ 
ly both French and German, in addi­ 
tion to her native English, and Louise 
Homer could act in French without 
offending even tin* sensitive ears of 
the Parslans. 
She is also strong iii 
German and Italian. 
lf women singers can thus acquire 
linguistic accomplishments there is no 
reason why actresses should he un­ 
able to.

The portion of the 
Florida 
coast 
j upon which it has been found feasible 
: to use coral as ballast i3 in the exten­ 
sion from Miam i to K ey W est, along 
the Florida keys. 
The reason for such 
use is patent to the student of geology. 
The keys through which the road runs 
I are composed of it. 
Coral rock is the 
j only thing obtainable except by long 
transportation. 
M any of 
the 
long 
i islets are a long way from the main­ 
land. 
But a beautiful and exceedingly sub­ 
stantial roadway is being constructed 
out of the coral rock. 
It is glistening 
. white, like a great band of satin rib­ 
bon, on which the little islands, with 
their luxuriant, tropical growth, are 
strung like a necklace 
of 
emerald 
beads. 
It is more truly a gem-studded 
bond, uniting K ey W est to the Florida 
shore. 
The road, which was conceived in 
: the mind of Henry M. Flagler as 
a 
I part of his plan to join Cuba with the 
I United States by an all-rail route, is 
remarkable in more than one partic­ 
ular. 
Much of the roadbed is being 
constructed in water 30 or more feet 
deep. 
Forests of trees are being used 
for piling and tons upon tons of con­ 
crete are being dumped on top to form 
a substantial highway 
through 
the 
I ocean. 
When this unique railw ay Is done 
the traveler will, in places, be speed- 
! ing along entirely out of sight of land. 
He will practically go to sea in a rail­ 
way train. 
Nothing will greet his eye 
at times but the wide expanse of blue 
t w’aters where the Atlantic and 
the 
; gulf meet. 
The new line w ill cost 
from $15,000,000 to $20,000,00 to build. 
It is expected to be 
completed 
in 
i three years.

A remarkable “ cash” entry in the 
accounts of the London, Brighton & 
South Coast railw ay was referred to 
at the ordinary meeting of the com­ 
pany, says an English exchange. 
Lord Cottesloe, who presided, called 
attention to the fact that the general 
insurance fund w*as credited writh the 
sum of $6,000 under the simple entry 
of 
“ cash.” 
The 
circumstances 
in 
which the money was paid over to the 
company were unusual. 
A London solicitor called on the 
company’s solicitors in January and 
stated that a client of his 
(whose 
name he was not allowed to divulge) 
was in the possession of a sum of 
money which he considered to belong 
rightfully to the company and which 
he wished to pay over. 
The solicitor 
declined to give any information as to 
how’ the money came into his client’s 
possession, and he was only prepared 
to say that his client was not. and 
never had been, connected with the 
company. 
If the acceptance of the 
offer was declined, he added, he would 
advise his client that, having made 
the offer, he might retain the money 
with a clear conscience. 
The true facts connected with this 
payment, said Lord Cottesloe, would 
probably never he known. 
It was a 
very unusual circumstance for a rail­ 
way company to receive what unques- 
ti mably must be “ conscience money.” 
The offer was accepted. 


Landslide Wrecked Train. 
A remarkable train wreck occurred 
at Chelsea. New York, on the New 
York Central railway, at which point 
the metals run between precipitous 
cliffs on one side and the 
Hudson 
river on the other. 
The railw ay com­ 
pany has spent thousands of dollars 
in building supposedly indestructible 
retaining walls, hut the heavy rains 
undermined the cliffs, causing a land­ 
slide, which covered the metals with 
tons of sand and rocks. 
An express, 
traveling at full speed, struck the de­ 
bris, with the result that the engine 
turned completely over and plunged 
into the river, 20 feet below, the driver 
and fireman being 
instantly 
killed. 
Six other persons were badly injured 
by the consequent derailment of the 
train.
